I nave the honour to submit the following report on the working of the Road Fund 
Department during the cess year 1885-86. 

2. The accounts which are submitted herewith in duplicate were scrutinised by the 
Standing Sub-Committee of Audit and passed by the District Board (the Distriet Road 
Cess Committee having ceased 10 exint on the 30th September 1856) at a special meeting 
held on the 8th instant. A copy of the resolution of the special meeting of the District 
Board at which the accounts wete passod is onclosed herewith. 

8. Original Works.—The chief original works undertaken during the year were— 

(a). Behar to Ekangerserai road. 
(0). Futwa to Behar road. 
(c). Barh railway station to Banarsighit and Dinapur railway station to Neora 





roads. 

4. Out cf an estimate of Rs. 1,984,620 for the Behar to Ekangerserai rond, 
Rs. 54,800 were spent up to the close of the previous year and Rs. 22,600 during the year 
under report almost entirely on bridges. A further expenditure of Rs. 30,954 will be 
necessary to cowplete the bridges and the road as a second class one, ‘The balance of the 
estimate, Ra. 76,256, ie for metalling the road, which work is not likely to be undertaken for 
some time. * 

5. Out of an estimate of Rs. 75,389 for the Futwa to Behar road, Rs. 43,000, were 
expended up tothe end of the previous year and Hs. 13,600 during the year under report, 
leaving # balance of Re. 19,000 to complete the work. 

6, Rupees 11,000 were estimated for motalling the Barh railway station to Danarsi- 
ghat and Dinapor railway station to Neora roads, and Is, 2,200 and Rs. 5,700 respec 
tively were expended on them during the last cess year. ‘I'he expenditure in cach case was 
equul to the budget allotment which was under the estimate. 

7. Other minor original works, 12in number, snd costing Fs. 15,500 in all, were 
also undertaken during the year. i

13. Ona reference tothe annual accounts, it will be seen that, in the case of a 
number ‘of roads under “repairs,” the budget grants cxceed the estimates for the roads. 
‘This is due to the coats of the previous year’s work beivg provided for in the budget 
for the year 1885-86 and paid during that year. Such provisions for the Ist class roads 
amount to Hs, 5,189, for the 2nd class roads to Rs. 1,766, and. fer the 3rd class roads 


to Ks. 1,938. 5 
14.’ The total expenditure on repair works was Rs. 69,520 against Re. 48,060 of 


the previous year. : : 

15. Union roads.—The majority of the uiion roads are reported to be in an un- 
satisfactory condition, A sum of Ks. 845 was expended on the repairs of the Dinapur 
Nizamat union roads ; but owing to excessive rainfall and heavy traftic, these roads have 
again follen out of repair, and cousequently nearly all the union roads were now in-want 


of thorough repairs. 
16. The total outlay on the union roads amounted to Rs, 1,200 against Rs, 870 


of the previous year. 

17. Vitlaye ronds.—The Branch Committees continued to take an interest in the 
improvement of the village roads, and the outlay on them, including the expenditure on the 
Sudder sub-division village roads under the supervision of the District Engineer, amounted 
to Rs. 5,630 against Tes. 7,300 in the preceding year. 

18.” The Chairman of the Branch Road Cess Committee, Behar, reports that the in- 
sufficiency of the funds at his disposal prevented him trom doing full justice to the village 
roads of his extensive sub-division; and that he had consequently to rest coutent with 
repairing the cxisting village roads aud constructing a bridge and a culvert on the Bargana 
aud the Chota Durgah roads respectively. ‘The deficiency of funds, however, oan hardly 
be accepted as a sufficicnt explanation in this case, as a sum of Rs. 350 remained unexpen- 


ded at the close of the re 

19, Ashoricutterrs he expenditure under this head was incurred almost cntirely 
during the late rains, and chiefly on refilling vacant pla . The number of miles of ronds, 
exclusive of the village rouds and the roads plauted with tar secds, now planted out with trees

25. Working of the Road Act—The Cess Act worked as smoothly as it did 
in the preceding years. ‘the gross aggregate demand of the road cess for the yeur under 
report was Rs.” 2,18,869, of which Rs. 1,80,669 were collectcd within the -year and 
Vs. 3,511 were previcurly paid in advance on account of the year, loaving a balance of 
Us, 84,188 at the close of the year, or 15°03 per cent. on the gross demand. , 

24. Four thousand two hundred and cighty-nine certificates were filed during the 
year as against 2,510 in the preceding year, avd 1,167 were pendiug from the last year, 
inaking a total of 5,456 cases ; of those, 3,073 were disposed of (luring the year, leaving 
1,483 cases pending at the close of the year under report, Out of the total number dis- 
pored of, payment was made in 2,11G cases on the mere issue of notices and certificates, 
in 4E}L eases on the attachment of moveable property, aud in 1,417 cases ou the attachment 
of immoveable property of the judgment-debtors. Of the remaining 9 eases, 2 were cuncelled 
on objection and 7 were struck’ off. 

25. Great difficulty was experienced in the working of the Certificate Act. At the 
end of each quarter 8,000 to 4,000 estates fell into arrears, the cess being mostly due from 
the estates in which there were a large pumber of co-sharers, The cle work connected 
with the certificate procedure has now been reduced, and the exceution proceedings have 
heen simplified. ‘The names of ail tho defaulting proprictors of an estate arc now entered 
in the rertificate, but the notice is, as a rule, served on only one or two of the chief dofaulters 
instead of attempting to serve notices at once on all persons entered in thu certificule—a 
tusk which, in the majority of casey, is almost an impossibility. This practice has greatly 
simplified the work ard rendered the realisation more easy. 5 

26. Working of the District and Branch Commitiees.—The District Committee worked 
satisfactorily and the members were always ready to give thcir atteution to the business 
brought before them. 

27. Monlvi Khuda Baksh Khan Bahadur, a non-official momber of the Roud Cess Com- 
mittee, continued to bo the Vice-Chairman of the Committee till 30th September 1886, 
when the Committees was replaced by the District Board under the Local Self-Government 
Act. The Moulvi filled the office with credit and his services were fully appreciated by the 
Chairman, District Committec. 2 

28. The work of the Branch Committees was also carried ou emoothly, and the 
Barh Brauch Commitire showed an improvement on the preceding yeer in the attention 
which they paid to the repair of the union and villaco roads in that sub-division, a sum 
of Ks, 1,063 being judiciously expended on these works. 

29. The establishment of the District Board on the 1st October 1886 has marked the 
opening of a now era in the administration of the local fuuds, Tha members.ofshe 
Board fairly represent the education and intelligence of the district, and the. .interes' 
have already shown in the discharge of the important duties assigned to them gives!

I wavs the honour to submit herewith s detailed account of receipts and expenditure 
ef the District Road Fund for tho cess year ending on 30th September 1486, prepared 
under section 178 of Act IX of 1880 (B.C), together with the following report on 


the administration of the fund during the above year. 
2. Annual Accounts.—The accounta were duly audited by the Standing Sub- 


Committes of Audit, aud passed by the Committee at a special meeting held on 29th 
December 1886, in accordance with the provisions of section 179 of the ahuve Cegs Act. 

8. Inspection of officcs.—The Committec’s and District Engineer's offices have not 
been profcesionally inspected by the Examiner of Local Fund Accounts after August 1885. 

4, Workiug of the Act.—The working of the Act may be said to have been satiefactory 
on the whole during the year, 

5. Working of the District Committee.—Vhere were 12 mectings held during the 
year, and § quorum was formed at each of them, with the exception of two, and the members 
present at the meetings took intelligent interest in the proceedings of the Committee. 

6. Working of the Branch Commitiee.—In thie district there are three Branch Com. 
mittees at Aurungabad, Jchanabad, and Nowadah. The Branch Committee at Aurungabad 
held seven meetings during the year, out of which three were adjourned for want of sufficient 
members to make a quorum. The Branch Committee at Jchauabad held four meetings durin, 
the year, of which two were adjourned ; the attendence of members was + The Branc! 
Committee at Nowadah held five meetings during the year, Tue attendance of members 
was satisfactory. 

7. Working of the Finance Sub-Committee —The monthly accounts have been regularly 
Sudited as required by section 174 of the Road Ceas Act, 

8. Collection and gssessmen!.—The maximnm rate of cess was levied during the year. 
‘The percentage of total collection on current demands was 94°, A beavy arrear balance was 
ue at close of the year from the Tckari estate under the Court of Wards. A full detailed 
report (No. 16R.C. of 18th November 1886) haa been aubmitted on the subject, 

9. Principal and Important Original works,—The Phulgo bridge was undertaken dug- 
ing the year 1484-85, and was opened for traffic at the begiuuing of May 1886. As the floods 
at the end of the year were exceptionally severe and destructive, they carried away part of the 
bridge. Estimate has been made for its immediate repair and extention at m cost of 
Re. 19,800, Another timber bridge of 900 feet long on the Morhur river on the Gya- 
Daudoagur road was commenced in February 1886, and eatisfactorily oompleted and opened 
for traffic in September 1886. All other works which were shown in the report of the last 
yeax under the bead of original works have been completed during the year. 

10. Repair Works.—All the first, second and third class roads io the printed list and 
staging bungalows on the roada were maintained according to the sanctioned estimates, 
and the metalled roads are in good order, except the roads from Gya to Dobhie, on which po 
improvement is possible until re-metalling is completed throughout. All, feir-weather roade 
were maintaived in good order. 

11. Village roals —A\\ these roads were kept in good order as in the previous year, i.e, 
maintained by the Department through contractors, the landholdera or others not coming 
forward to do so. The union roads have, by order of the Commissioner (vide his letter 
No. 242G., dated 10th September 1886), been classed with the village roads and maintained 
accordingly. 

12. Arboriculture.—Trees have been maintained on the road sidea as hitherto, except 
at places subject to closc and systematic supervision, There has been no special improvement 


noticeable notwithstanding all the exertions madg,

I nave the honour to submit in duplicate the Annual Accounts of the Shahabad 
District Road Fund Committee for the year ending 30th September 188¢, with the prea- 
oribed report under ssction 178 of the Cess Act, 

2. Accounts.—Uhe annual accounts have been audited by a Sub-Committee duly 
appointed under section 179 of Act 1X (D.C.) of 1880. 

3B. Working of the Act in the matter of collections.—The demand amounted to Re. 
1,45,901 current, and Ra, 87,679, arrears, making a gross demand of 1,83,580, The 
collections were Rs. 1,389,486, remission Rs. 11-8, leaving 2 balance of Re. 44,082-8. 
As the outstandings have increased the result is unsatisfactory. The zemindars complain 
that they are unable to realize their rents punctually since introduction of the Bengal 
Tenancy Act, and have not funds to pay the cess. Every excrtion is being made to collect 
the arrears. No sum due on account of cesses in this district hecame barred by limitation 
up to 80th September last. The law works fairly as far ax ultimate recovery is concerned, 
but it involves the iesue of large numbers of certificates and consequent delay. 

4. Workiny of the Sudder and Branch Committees—TVhere wore five mectings of the 
Sudder Committee during the year, out of which one adjourned for want of members to form 
a quorum, and in cach of the other four the members attended io sufficient numbers. Of 
the Audit Sub-Committce’s members Bahoo Bhagwan Dass, a momber of the District 
Committee and of the Special Audit Sub-Committee deserves the thanks of the Committee 
for his regular attendance at audit and other meetings. 

There are three Branch Committees in the district of Shahabad, one at Bhabuah and 
the other at Buxar and the third at Sasseram, and each of them exercises independent 
powers under section 185 of the Cess Act. The Branch Committees having received 
valuable assistance from the District Engineer, worked on the whole fairly during the 
year. It is a question, however, whether original works, other than a very petty description 
can advantageously be entrusted to them aa it is quite the exception for them to have an 
establishment qualified to execute such works successfully. 

‘here wax no quorum atone of the five meetings held in the Bhabuah and in the 
other two sub-divisions sufficient number of members attended to form a quorum at each 
occasion. 

The members who attended the Buxar Branch Committre with one or two exceptions 
do not take any general interest in the condition of the roads, but the members of the 
Sasseram Branch Committee displayed a fair amount of interest in the matters that came 
before them for discussion, and some of them rendered muterial assistance in checking and 
inspecting the work done. Those deserving of special mention are Baboos Srce Gobind 
Sabai, Raj Rajesari Pershad Singh, Moonshees Mabesh Tershad Debi Pershad, and Mir 
Ali Nabi aud Moulvi Abdul Samad Khan,

5. Audit of monthly accounte—The monthly accounts are regularly andited by 
a standing Sub-Committee formed under scetion 174 of the Cevs Act, consisting of the 
Viee-Chairman and two uon-official members before they sre submitted to the Accountant- 
General, Kengal. The accounts were found by the Audit Committee in good order. 

6. Inspection of accounts.—The offices cf the Chairman and District Engineer have 
not been inspected by the Examiner of Local Fund Accounts, Bengal, duriug the year 
under report. 

7. Chairman’s Ofice.—The establishment attached to the Chairman’s office is reported 
by the Audit Committee to have worked satisfactorily during the year. 

8. Coltection Office—The collection establishment has not worked satisfactorily during 
the year, the personnel of the office requires strengthening. 

Work establishment.—\ir. J. Menamara, the District Engineer, who has been in 
this district for a long seris of years, has continued to merit and receive the thanks of the 
Sudder Committee for cfficient aud couscientious discharge of his duties; he has also given 
most valuable assistance to Branch Committees by his advice on profersional matters. 

The establishment under him has worked well during the year, with the exccption of 
two members concerning whose conduct a epecial report from the District Eugincer is 

waited. 
a aO. Original works.—The original works oxecuted during the year cost Rs. 24,181-3-2, 
and the chief of them are described below :— 

I. Bridging and metalling Chupra ghat and Arrah road No. 5, class I and II, sanctioned 
in Bengal Government No. 425L.C., dated 24th February 1885, and 
the Commissioner's No. 79G., dated 4th March 1885. The total expenditure. 
to end of the year is Rs. 89,452, agninst the eetimated cost of Re, 61,987, 
leaving a balance of Rs. 12,535 for work remaining to be done, towarde 
which an allotment of Rs. 8,138, has been provided in the budget for the 
current ycar. Kunker to the full requirement of the road has been cullect- 
ed, and, with trifling exceptions, sprend on the entire length of the road 
which has been opened to traffic. The bridge across the Sauri Nuddi 
which was comploted up to beam level, with the approaches made up and. 
the several causeways provided in the estimate were all tested by the reannt 
floods, They stood perfectly and emerged uninjured from the floods. 
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‘The project which possesses the novel feature of a metalled, bridged and causewayed 
road, mostly below flood level, along a line of country eubject to extraordi- 
nary floods has thus been proved to be successful, It is believed to be the 
largest work of the kind that has yet been undertaken in Bengal. The 
platform of the Sauri bridge will be completed during the cold weather, and 
the entire work will, it is expected, be practically completed beforo the rains, 
in anticipation of the ensuing year’s allotment,

in Commissioner’s No. 847, dated 22nd October 18k4, completed at a cust of 
Its. 8,837, against Rs. 4,039, the amount of estimate, 


I11.—Raising, bridging and metalling ‘endooni and Nasrecgunj road. portion of Nas- 
reegunj-Doomraon road No. 2, class 1 and I, sanctioned in Bengal Govern- 
ment No, 165L.C., dated 2nd June 1886, and Commissioner’s No, 179, 
dated 17th June 1886, for Rs, 50,172, The revised budget allotment for 
tho year was Rs, 100, against which there isan expenditure of Rs. 82 for 
nicking and Jying out work, Tho sum of Rs, 18,815 has been provided in 
the current year’s budget fir original works on the werst portion of the 
road. 
1V.—Metalling from Jugdispur {o Behea, being portion of the road from Peero to 
Beehea, No. 8, class II, sauetioned in Bengal Government No. 290, dated 
5th July 1886, and Commissioner’s No. 284G., dated 22ud July 1886. ‘The 
budget allotment for the season was Rx. 2,000, against which there was an 
expenditure of Rs. 2,498, the excess being met from savings from other 
works. 


V1. State of roads.—The annual superficial repairs of the roads under the District 
Committee were all promptly executed immediately after the cossution of the rains, so that 
the expenditure incurred on them was utilized for the full period of the fair weather, during 
which time alone are they of much use. 

12. Ardoriculture,—One mile of the road under Buxar Branch Road C Cowmit'ee 
was planted with fruit trees protected by mud gharanics at acost of Rs. 215- No 
extension was made under this head during the year in the Sudder sub-division, as the main- 
venauce of the 130 miles of road planted out with trees during receut years, involving an 
expenditure during the year of Rs. 4,389, is considered ample for present requirements. 

13. Hloods.—The Hathea, or concluding rainfall of the season, was unusually heavy 
this year in Behar and the Chota Nagpore Divisi n, und specially on the Kymore Hills in 
Shahabad, which latter comprises a rocky catchment of over 700 square mile, and gives rise 
to the several nuddies which all debauch into the plains of Shahabad. Vhe floods of the 
Kus ‘and the Durgauti nuddies were extraordinarily high; that of the Kas, as tested both 
by the Irrigation Department and ourselves, being the highest ou record. 

‘The first class metalled and bridged roads coustructed in Shahabad under road cess

Road Fund.—I have the honour to submit, in duplicate, the accounts of income and 
expenditure of the District Rond Fund for’ the cces year 1885-86, together with a short 
report on the working of the Commirttce and the administration of their funda. 

Working of the Distriét Committee—The Ovmmittee at prescnt consists of sixteen 
members of which seven are officials and nine non-officials. Of the non-official members 
three are European planters and six native zemiudars. ‘Thore were cleven meetings during 
the year, and the average attondance was 6:2, in which the members evinced fair 
interest, No meeting had to be postponed for want of a quorum, The offive of the Vice- 
Chairman was held throughout the yeur hy Baboo Ramdhary Sahui, a zemiudar, who paid due 
attention tohis duties. As in former years, the planter hers tonk a very lively interest 
in the proceedings of the Committee, aud rendered considerable assistance in supervising 
the expenditure of grants made to them for repairs to roads in their neighbourhood. The 
native members also tovk a considerable interest in the proceedings of the meeting, and 
displayed sufficient independence in discussing the matters put before them, 

Collection and Assessment.—The maximum rate of cesa was levied during the year. 
The collection appears tu bi been satislactory, being in excess of the current ‘demand ° by 
Rs. 1,821-11-4, which is principally due to the realisation of arrears outstanding at the 
close of the preceeding year. A scparate report on the subject will be submitted by 


the cess collection department. 
Andit of Annual Accounts-—The accounts were puneiually prepared and audited by 


a Sub-Committee under the provision of section 172 of the Cess Act IX (B.C ), and finally 


passed by the District Committee at their mecting held on the 27th November 1886. 

Audit of Monthly Accounts.—Betore submitting the monthly accounte to the Account- 
ant-General, Benyal, they are regularly audited and seratiuised by a standing Sub-Committee 
appointed under section 17-4 of the Coss Act, consisting of the Viee-Chairmau and two 
other members. The accounts were always found in good order and the prese-ibed registers 
properly kept up. . ke : 

Inspection of Ojfices—The Committee's and Districc Enginecr’s ofGcea were inepected 
by the Examiner of Local Fund Accounts in Bengal and his Assistant in Mareh 1886, and

mittee should exercise the same control over the works within the sub-division that the 
District Committee and Hajipur Branch Committee exercise respectively within the other 
two sub-divisions ; and aleo forgetting that the important matter of arranging for surface 
repairs by private individuals is altogether and exclusively in the Branch Committee's 
hands, and they should not employ the District Euginecr to make such arrangements. 
The attention of the Vice-Chairman has becn drawn to his misconception of the duties and 
responsibilities of the Branch Committees. 









Committee's operations on the improvement and maintenance of district communicatio: 
Tue District Engineer reports as follows :— 
iginal.works.—The following are the most important works under this head which 
have been carried out during the year under review :— f 

(1) Improving Kurlabya Ghat road No. 4 from Mozufferpore towards Seeta- 
mourheo, the aub-divisional head-quarters. This work, the estimated cost 
of which is Rs. 77,038, has nearly boen completed Lo sanctioned estimates. 
The waterway as provided has, however, been proved inadequate to carry 
off excessive floods as shown during the late inundations, the road 
bund having been extensively breached. 

(2) Constructing « timber bridge of 11 spans (9 of 50 feet and 2 of 25 fect) 
over the Bur Ganduck river at Akhara Obit. ‘This work is progressing 
satisfactorily and will most probably be completed before the ensuing 
rainy seuson, Owing to the flood level of the river this season having 
been so above that of any previous record, I consider the waterway 
provided for is inyu(iicient. Revised planus and cstimates are in course 

F of preparation aud will sho: tly be submitted. 

(3) Constructing a timber bridge over the Kedaua river on the Shahpur road 
No. 18. The timber work of this bridge has been completed during the 
year. General traffic was passed over it during the late rainy season. 

{4) Constracting Bairagnia road from Barharwa to Bairagnia, one of the principal 
grain marts on the Nepaul frontier. The estimate for the work having 
received the sanotion of Government late in the year, a comparatively 
small quantity of eartuwork has becn donc 

(6) Constructing a timber bridge of 6 spans of 25 feet each over the Bya river on 
the Mahwa road No. 14. The bride has been completed satisfactorily. 

(8) dmproving Huzrat Jandaha road No. 33, from JLajipore to Huzrat Jandaha, 
20 miles in lecgth. The Gangte, Gogra, and Dyniuasis have beea bridged 
during the year. 


3. Besides the above, 14 minor bridges varying from 2 feet to 10 feet waterway have 
‘been constructed, heavy and narrow portions of certain roads metalled aud widened, and 
several platform bridges arched over. 

4. ‘Maintenance and repairs—The roads in the Committee’s list, aggregating 141 in 
number and 1,465} miles in length, were maintained during the year. The carteleeks on the 
sides of the main roads were this year extensively opcned up and much used during the dry 
season bf cart’traffic. ‘Vhis has to a large cxtent checked the vexatious question of eneroach- 
menta, ang has also protected the ceutral portion of the roads from the wear and teor 
conaéguent on heavy traffic. ‘ 

6. . The heavy floods of the Bagmutty and Bur Gunduck rivers have caused con-iderable 
damage to most of the roads in the district, especially in the Sudder sub-division, many 
of them having been breached in several places by the vast sheet of water that inundated the 
adjoining country. These damages are, however, now being repaired. 

%. The nuimber of roads in the Committee’s list is so large that it is impossible to keep 
them in efficient egndition with the limited resources at the disposal of the Nad Cess Com- 
witte@. In my opinion # number of the unimportant roads should cither be expunged from 
the list ‘6r Ynajntained as village roads until tho more important arterial communications ardy 
thoroughly éhproved. ' i

Imavr the honour to submit the following report on the operations supported by tho 
Road Fund of this district during the last cess year 1855-86. 
Commitiee.—The District Committee consisted du 
whom two left the district and did not attend iny meeting. 
In comparison with the statistics of previous years, I cannot report auy improvement 
in the attendance of the members; but with regard to the Europeon members, ax x whole, 
Iam glad to say that the interest which they herctofore took inthe Committce’s work has 
continued wnabated duriuz the year under report, and they helped the Chairman and the 
District Engineer as crergetically as they uscd to do in the matter of repairing roads and 
keeping them in proper order throughout the year, Of the untive non-oflicial members 
I must oxpross the same opinion which Ihave always bad, whieh is that thoy are, with 
few exceptions, apathetic in attending meetings, and ihey take little interest in the Committeo’s 
Geliborations. 

Branch Committces—Thore aro two Branch Committers in the two sub-divisions of 
the district, viz, Madhubani and Tajporo. In Madhubani the Brancti Committee consists 
of 12 mpmbers; in Isjpore the number is only five. These Committees, [am vorry 19 report, 
existed only in nswe, both of them having mot only once during tho year for the purpose 
of considering the policy in. accordauce with which the village roads in the sub-div 
wore to be repaired ‘The work of these Committees is donc practically by the sul 
officers with the heip of the European planters residing in their respective jurisdictions. 
As deliberative bodies, 1 hold thesy Committces to be utter failures, and I think they requ 
total reconstruction before they can be expected to be of any real service. The matter bas 
been so long deferred only in view of the introduction of the scheme of Local Scif-Govern- 
ment. 
The work of ‘hese Branch Committees, which cousists chiefly in repairing village roads 
in their respective jurisdictions, was however done very efficiently and satisfactorily by the 
sub-divisional ofliccrs concerned. Hundreds of miles of very important village roads, 
which form so nimny feeders to the district roads, wero repaired by them and kept up in 
good order throughout the year. 

Income.—Thg income of the Committee is chiefly derived from the road cess. 

The year gommenced with an arrear balance of “Rs. 33,647, and as the demand of tho 
year was Rs. 2,07,166, minus Rs. 17,372 paid in advance in previous years, the net total 
realizable demand was Ks. 2,283,441. Of this Rs. 1,983,516 wero realized during the year and 
Rea, 1,282 remitted, leaving # balance of Bs, 841,207 ut the end of the year, The percentage 
of the collections and the arrears were 86°G and 13:3 as compared with 63 und 15: of the 

evious year. 

*  Rapenditure.—The details of the expenditure during the year under the sevoral heads 
are fully set forth in the annual accounts anuexcd herewith. I will offer the following 


remarks with regard to some of the items. 
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Original Works.—A very large amount was allotted for original works daring the year, 
and the allotment consisted of the cost of construction of some very important bridges 
and culverts throughout the district, But I am sorry to report that very few of these 
works were taken in hand during the year in consequence of the personal changes in the post 
of the District Engineer under the Committee. Mr, Kaster,the former Engincer, was 
replaced by Mr. Luff in November, and Mr. Luff was again replaced by Mr. Stevens in 
August following. R 

The followiug works of a permanent nature were executed during the year :— 

1 Two five-feet masonry bridges on the Road Nagurbasti to Gouder ght, cost Rs. 611, 

2. One eight-feet culvert ou the Baherah-Hatti road, cost Ks. 183, 

8, ‘Two wooden-top bridges provided with masonry bridges, cost Re, 98, 

4. Protective work to Rampura enlvert on the ruad Jitwarpore to Mallinagar, comple. 


ted, cost Rs. 445. ; i 
5. Of the five miles of metalling on the Raika road, materials for 2 miles were collected, 


6. Earthwork construction of two entirely new roads, viz. Phulparas to Ghoghraria and 
Thitki to Nirmali. The bridges required for these roads will be built during the current 
year, and [+r this duc provision has been made in the budget, 

Atlother original works which wore left undone last year huve been provided for in the 
enrrent year’s budget. The planus and cstimate for these works arc being prepared by the 
new District Enginecr, and it is expected that they will be finished before the end of this 


year, 





Repairs.—Vhero are 754 milcs of district roads in Durbhunga, of which 575 miles 
were repaired by tho District Engineer. The remaining miles were repaired through the 
agency of the plauters, who rendered much helpin the matter, The two sub-divisional 
officers also rendered material service in repuiring the district roads. 

Besides heavy earthwork and petty bridge repairs on road 
substantial nature were executed during the year under this head + 
Repairs of parapets of 74 bridges and culverts, cost Rs. 1,093. 

Thorough and petty repairs of 106 wooden bridges, cost Rs. 2,344. 
Repairs of 6} miles of metalled roads, cost Rs, 4,674. 
Ditto of five masoury bridges, cost Rs. 159. 
Arching ovor of 12 timber bridges, cost Rs. 3,293, 
Pucca parapets and faces built to 26 pipe drains, cost Its. 259. 
. Metulling of the roadway over 30 bridges, cost Rs. 775. 

The floods were unusually severe during the last year, and almost all the roads eufferred 
more or less scriously in consequence. The two rivers of the district, viz, Bagmatti and 
Kuna, joined together a fow yeare back ata place about 15 miles’above Durbhunga, and 
the bed of the Bagmatti through which the whole volume of watcr now pusses is gradually 
widening every year. In consequence, the two big iron bridges over the Bagmatti close 
to the town of Durbhunga were seriously damaged during the last ycar. The shutments 
of one side of hoth the bridges have given way, and it has been found necessary to dismautle 
& portion of the iron work witha view to save tho remaining portions of the bridges. 
Measures are being taken to rebuild these bridges by providing an additional span or two 
to cach, the cost being duly provided iu the current year’s budget. 

The state of the roads is, as I can state from personal obsorvation, not so bad as might 
have been anticipated at the close of the year of such uupreccdentedly heayy floods; the Dis 
trict Road Committee have doubtless incurred a very serious loss of some lakhs of rttpees in 
value of roais destroyed or damaged this year. The absence of suitable bridges on roads, 
consisting of good high embankments, has always been a notable feature of Durbaunga 
roads; but every cndeavour will be made this year to meet the most urgent requirements of 
cach case so far as funds will permit. The very greatest attention is being paid to this

I ayve the honour to submit herewith a cupy of the detailed account of receipts and 
expenditure of the Sarun District Road Fund for the cess year 1885-86, 

2. The annual accounts show in detail the works that were sanctioned ding the 
year under review, and also the expenditure incurred thcreou. It is therefore needless to 
recapitulate the figures in this roport. : 

8. A gopy of the explanatory shcet, relating to certain points in connection with the 
anoual accounts, prepared by the Vice-Chairman, accompanies the annual accounts. - 

4, All original works and repairs in tho Sewan esub-division were executed by the 
Sewun Branch Gommittee, and those in the Gopalgunge sub-division, excepting original works 
on main roads, were done by the Gopalgunge Branch Committee out of funds allowed to them 
by the District Cummittee. 

5. There are about 1,058 miles of roadway in the district, of which about 84 miles are 
metalled and 9624 miles unmesalled, and new metalling is in progress on 11} miles, At the 
suggestion of the Divisional Superintendent of Works, the Committee have resolved not to 
apend money on new metalling, but to pay more atteution to improvement and repairs of the 
cart-like of the important ronds. The District Engineer has beeu asked to prepare estimates. 
He has sinee submitted estimates for improving cart-like on the Chupra-Rewaghat and 
Chupra-Sutterghat roads, 

‘The roads have becn a good deal cut up by the late heavy rains, and roquire extensive 
repairs, Speaking generally, they are, I think, in better order in Sewan than m the Sudder 
sub-division, owing probably to bettcr supervision. Orders have been given to keep bullock« 
carts to the’ side-/iks, which are especially intended for this kind of traffic ; and if these 
orders are attended to, and cart-liks everywhere well maintained, there should be hardly any 
need for metalled roads in the district at all. 

6. Due attention was paid to the improvement and maintenance of village commnnica- 
tions. The works wero chiefly carried out by the Menagers of Indigo Factories and native 
gentlemen. As regards important bridges on village roads, they were done depart- 
mentally, The list of village roads in the Chupra sub-division has been revised, and it 
is proposed to kecp the roads of this list in good order in future. 

7.. During the year under reveiw, 104 miles of roadway were plauted with trees, chiefly 
fruit-bearing. Mabosany seedlings have been planted experimentally in the compousd of the 
Road.Cess Office building and Chupra dik buugalow. ‘Ihe nurscrics have been kept well 
supplied with plants. " : 

8. As noticed above, a good deal of damage was done to road works by the late heavy 
rains, aud portions of the Chupra-Goothny Road were injured by encroachments of the river 
Gogra. A 10-fect bridge on the Domaigurh-Sobagpore road gave way. 

9. Progress on some works was slow, and others were not umdertaken, though funds 
were provided. Some allowance must be made for disorganisation of the District Engineer’s 
staff, caused by tho dismissal aud (eventually under Commissioner’s order) discharge of the 
late supervisor Koylash Chundra Mookerjce. 

The requisition of security deposit from contractors, which had not previouly been 
insisted on, seems to have deterred some from coming forward to undertake works. Jt is 
hoped that, with a new and better class of men in future, there will Uc uo further difficulty 
of this kind, The practice formerly existing, of deducting 10 per cent, from contractor's 
bills, has been discarded as loose and irregular, and calculated to throw works into tie hands 
of men without means, who cannot be trusted to execute them satisfactorily. 

‘10, The office establishment has worked satisfactorily, aud the accounts have been 
fairly kept. .

Recrirts. 


Cexs on lands.--The collection under this head has been Re. 1,83,555-14-4, or 
Rs. 13,161-14-4 more than the estimate. This is owing to realisation of heavy arrears. 

Rent of bungalows.—There has been no receipt on account of rent of Chupra Local 
Fund bungalow, owing to Mr. Ellis, the present occupant, being exempted from payment 
of any rent, agreeably to Resolution 6 of the District Road Committee at a meeting held 
on the 10th April last. 

Tntorest on cess on lands.—The amount of interest realised was Rs. 3,298-0-G against 
Rs. 5,191 estimated for. Phe difference is due to the fact thut the amount of loig 
outstanding arrears which had to be realised during the year under review was less than what 
was expected at the time of the preparation of the budget ostimates for that year. 





Expenorrure. 


Refund of cess.—Rupeces 359-7-6 represent remissions of cess in respect of certain 
mehals which were doubly assessed, and are included in the statements sanctioncd in Com- 
missionoe’s Nos. 461, and 73KR., dated Uith May and 17th June 1886 respectively. 
No re-appropriation of budget grants was necessary under this head, as ‘the expenditure 
was merely a paper ouc. The amount was not paid te the parties concerned, but was 
eredited in their favour in the Road Cess accounts. 

Establishment and contingencies of the Uffice of Collection.—As an exceptional case, 
Rs. 26 were paid to the naib nazir on account of his travelling allowance for going 
into the interior for collection of road cess arrears, as per Resolution 6 of the District 
Committee at a meeting held on the 10ch April 1586, 

Original works and repairs.—The figures in italiex with plus signs indicate the extra 
sums sanctioned by the Committee after the preparation of the budget estimates, and 
those with minus signs represent the sums transferred to other works. Phe statement 
of re-appropriation shows in detail the transfer made from one work to another. 

There are some original and repsir works for which due provisions were mado in 
the budget, but yet they were uot undertaken within the year. A copy of the explanation 
ealled for from the District Engincer on the subjcet will be submitted ou receipt,

2, The result of the collections of cess during the year, though showing an 
improvement as compared with 1853-84, compares unfavourably with that of the year preced- 
ing, and there was still a very large balance outstanding at the close of the year, viz. Rs.

The expenditure under the head original and repair works in the Durbhunga and Sarun 
districts doés not compare favourably with the budget allotments of the year, it being cnly 
Rs. $7,281 in the one and Rs. 1,03,952 in the other, against the total allotments of Is. 2,381,411. 
and Ra, 1,57,859 respectively. ‘lhe Chairman of the Durbhunga Committee attributes the 
cause of this small outlay to the changes in the persounel of the Enginoer of the district 
which took place during the year. But theredocs not appear to be any reason why the 
works in the Sarun district could not have been carried out to the full extent of the budget 
allotments. 

.6. There was an unusually heavy flood during the year in both the north and south 
Gangetic districts of the division. It was higher than auy before known or eveu contempla- 
ted, and the result was that there was considerable damage done to the roads and bridges of 
almost all the districts, to wit, 3 spans of the massive masonry bridge over the Poonpoon river 
at Futwa, said to have been built in the time of the Emperor Akbar, about 300 years xgo, 
gave way with one abutment and two adjoining piers, and some bridges and culverts on the 
Futwa-Hilsa and Behar-Buktearpore roads, all in the Patna district collapsed. Three sets of 

iles or piers at the cast end of the large timber viaduct recently erected over the river 
halgoo at Gya were undcr-secured and carried away by the current, the velocity of which 
at the time was reported to be nearly 154 fect per second. Almost all the roads in the 
Durbbunga district suffered more or Jess; but the two light iron bridges over the Bagmutu 
river, close to tue town of Durbhuuga, were seriously damaged. There were also several 
breaches through the roads in the Mozufferpore district. In Shahabad, too, the flood was 
higher than any recorded by both the Irrigation aud Road Cess Departments; but luckily 
there was no damage dcne worth mentioning.

8. Owing to the levy of cess from petty lakheraj holdings which commenced this year, 
some additional funds were available for expenditure on village roads, and supplement 
allotments were made to most of the sub-divisions, especially to the Diamond Harbour sub- 
division, which is more backwards in point of roads than the other sub-divisions in the 
district. With this small aid from the district fund, supplemented at times by private 
donations and contributions, the Committees were able to maintain their roads iu a fair 
state of repair.

10. A further sum of Rs, 2,500 from Baboo Radha Mobhun Mundle, zemindar of 
Bowali, was received out of his promised contribution of Rs. 5,000 for the metalling of 
the Backrabat roi The work will be taken in hand during the present.cess year as 
soon as the other half of the contribution has been paid iu. 

11. The pucca and kutcha roads under the charge of the Committee, that is, those 
which are on the list approved by Government, are reported by the District Engineer to 
be generally in a fair condition. Since the opening of the Central Bengal Railway, she 
‘Takee road in charge of the Committee has become an important feeder from the east, and 
heavy traffic is now ing over it; the consequence is that the maintenance of this long 
pucca road has become a heavy charge on the District Fund. 
12. There are about 140 miles of pucca roads under the charge of the Committee, 
andthe amount spent for their repairs during the year under report was Rs. 52,422, or 
Re. 874 per mile. I regret to have again to report that the funds at the disposal of the 
Committee are insufficient for the maintenance, in an efficient condition, of the existing 
roads.in the distriet. ‘The traffic on the roads is exceptionally great, as the neighbouring 
districts, which contribute nothing towards our expenses, send large numbers of carts 
along our roads into Calcutta and its Suburbs. The cost of up-keep has also within the 
last few years considerably increased owing to the development of trade iu consequsnce 
of the extension of railways in the district. The Committee therefore have been obliged 
to refuse several applications from different parts of the district for the construction of new 
rondsand village paths, except ina few instances where the people offered to contribute 
‘towards the expenses of the work. fi

Tuave the hovour to submit herewith the Road Fund annua) report and accounts for 
the cess year 1885-86, together with the requisite explanatory notes required under Govern. 
ment circular No. 8A, dated the 4th February 1878. 

2. The estimates of income and expenditure for the year under review were considered 
and pissed by the District Commitee at a meeting held ou the 18th July 1885. The receipts 
were estimated at Rs. 97,535 and the expenditure at Re. 90,726. Theactual receipts, together 
with available balance of the previous year, were Re. 1,08,538 and the expenditure Rs. 1,00,800, 
‘The details of expenditure were shown in Form 6, Part IL of the annual accounts, he lo. 
works wore carried out as usual by the District Engineer and staff, Village roads and 
minor works were canried on by the Branch Committees under the supervision of the Chairman 
and members. 

%. De District Committee met five times during the year, and at all the meetings there 
was a quorum, 

4. Lwo meetings were held in the. beginning of the year to pass excess expenditure beyond 

allotment, to elect a Vice-Chairman, to pass the annual report and accounts for 
4-85, and several estimates prepared by the District Engineer for the road works. 

5. ‘Two meetings were held between the months of February and June 1886 for passing 
eetimates pre by the District Engineer and for electing a ‘Vieo-Chairman. 

6. ‘The last meeting was held at the close of the year to pass the budget estimate for 
1886-87, fix the rate of cess, and to sanction District Engineer's application for one month's

10. Station roails-—A sum of Rs, 656 was expended in repairing the roads in the 
different sub-divisions, and the works were carried out under the direct supervision of the 
sub-divisional officers. ; 

11. Village roads.—A sum of Rs, 4,486 was expended in constructing and maintaining 
the village roads and bridges in all the ‘subedivisions of this district. “These works were also 
carried ont under the immediate supervision of the subedivisional officers and members of the 
different Branch Committees.

15. The sub-divisional officers have taken interest iu the roads of their sub-divisions, 
and have supervised the construction and repairs of village roads. The indigo-planters and 
a few native members have likewise rendered assistance. 

16. Flood of 1886.—In the Bongong eub-division most of the roads were submerged Ly 
the flood, which, however, did not rise so high as that of last year, and some of the temporary 
bridges were destroyed. In the other sub-divisions of Jhenida, Magura, Narail and the Sudder 
the flood was much about the same as last year and the year 1879. On the Magura road the 
new temporary bridge at Abrukbalee was destroyed by an accident owing to the entanglement 
of a conple of dinghees with the pier poste, 

17, With regard to the Engincering Department, I consider that the district is peculiarly 
fortunate. Mr, Bert's serviors and reputation need no praise from me, but (ewpecially as T am 
leaving the distrio!) I wish to put on record the very high opinion I have of him and hie 
work Tn no season of the year bas he failed to see to detaids vf work, often at, great personal 
inconvenience. Like master like man, his overseers have given me satisfaction,, There are 
always complaints about roads in every district, especially from peopie who have not the trouble 
of maintaining them ; but I have driven over most of the district in the hot weather and rains, 
fand I do not think many districts will show better communications. I take this opportunityot 
poreinnd ‘Mr. Burt and his staff for a very efficient administration of engineering work of the 

istrict. 

18. ‘The Deputy Collectors in charge of the collection have done their work also, I consider, 
very satisfactorily. |
